ACADEMIC CEREMONIES AND REGALIA 

The pa r ot academic ceremonies date back to rhe Middle Ages; die long' 

standing tradition of formal procession, music, and custom honors rhe dnm;r.Y of the occasion. 
I lowever, current practices for American colleges and universities were set by convention 
beginning in die late I9th century and subsequently revised three times, most recently in 1986. 
typically, three types of gowns are worn, corresponding to the degree held by the recipients. 
Baccalaureate and master gowns are distinguished by the sleeves and hood size; doctoral gowns 
are velver trimmed. Caps are traditionally black, and a gold tassel on the doctoral cap replaces 
rhe black tassel on the baccalaureate and master caps. Hoods bear rhe colors ol the institution 
granting the degree and are trimmed with colors associated with the wearet s academic 
discipline.
